THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART ANNOUNCES EXPANDED 
SUMMER EVENINGS SCHEDULE: WEDNESDAYS AND FRIDAYS 

(Cleveland, OH) The Cleveland Museum of Art is pleased to announce an expanded schedule 
for Summer Evenings, the array of mostly free events the museum has traditionally offered on 
Wednesday evenings in the summer. With the revision of the museum’s gallery hours this May 
to include permanent new Friday evening times. Summer Evenings at the museum will now be 
held from 5:00 to 9:30 every Wednesday and Friday night in June, July, and August. 

Deputy Director Kate Sellers says, “Friday nights will be a sort of ‘date night’ version of 
the bustling Wednesday Summer Evenings. We’ll have the same combination of outdoor dining 
and dinner music in the courtyard, but the evening’s activities will focus just on the exhibitions 
on view and a repeat showing of the Wednesday evening movie.” The 1997 Wednesday/Friday 
film series Into the Seventies features great American movies from the early 1 970s (from Five 
Easy Pieces and Deliverance to M*A*S*H and Young Frankenstein). 

Other Wednesday highlights will include classical concerts (from medieval to avant- 
garde), jazz, and gospel music. Featured artists include the Scholars of London, the Cavani 
String Quartet, Composers in the Shape of a Pear, Eddie Baccus, Kenny Davis and Marcus 
Belgrave, and the Greater Cleveland Choral Chapter. Rounding out the offerings are lectures on 
art, music, and culture, plus performances of dance, storytelling, drama, and even puppet theater. 
Of particular note are a lecture by Reba Williams, whose print collection is represented in the 
Alone in a Crowd exhibition, and a series of lectures by well-known contemporary glass artists 
including the biggest “star” of the current generation. Dale Chihuly. A series of topical gallery 
talks is offered on Wednesday nights as well. 

Many of the events complement the summer’s major special exhibitions: A Graphic 
Odyssey: Romare Bearden as Printmaker and Alone in a Crowd: Prints by African- 
American Artists of the 1930s-40s from the Collection of Reba and Dave Williams (both 
through July 6); Manet, Monet, Whistler: Three Masterpieces (all summer); and Glass 
Today: American Studio Glass from Cleveland Collections (June 22-September 14).
